—Attention is invited to para 6 of the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce and Industry Public Notice No. 122-ITC(PN)/62 dated 19th September, 1962, 
on the above subject wherein it has been stated that Imports of the commodities 
mentioned In schedule ‘A’ to the said Public Notice If shipped from Iranian Ports 
would be permitted only by sailing vessels 

2. It has now been decided that import of raisins only can be allowed to be 
imported from Afghanistan by Steamers via Iranian Ports against permits issued 
in terms of the Public Notice No. 122-ITC(PN)/02 dated 19th September, 1962. 
Such Imports will be allowed on c.i.f. basis and subject to the condition that the 
importers will pay for the total c.i.f. value of the goods Imported by exporting 
goods to Afghanistan.
